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GERMAN DIRIGIBLE 
PAYS SHORT VISIT 
10 NEW YORK GHTY 


Giant Bag Comes to 
Ground at 8:53 P. M. 
Sunday After Calm Voy- 
age of 5,331 Miles. 


STOWAWAY HELD 
FOR DEPORTATION 


Trip Is Made 16 Hours 
Quicker Than in 1928; 
World Cruise Is Next 
Objective of Eckener.

Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J., 
August 4.—(United News.) —With 19 
passengers, a stowaway, a crew of 40 
and freight aboard, the Graf Zeppelin 
was brought to earth here at 8:53 
p. m. (E. 8S. T.) today, ending her 
second westward trans-Atlantic com- 
mercial flight. 

The great German airship had made 
the trip from Friedrichschafen in 95 
hours 23 minutes, as against her time 
on the last westward trip of 111 :46. 

She had gone approximately 5,331 
miles, according to expert calculation, 
including a flight over New York 
after she first arrived over Lakehurst. 

On her last trip the Zeppelin was 
forced by bad weather to fly 6,275 
miles. 

The Graf was first sighted here at 
5:55 p. m. (EB. 8S. T.), but turned 
north to the metropolis after passing 
once over the hangar in which she is 
to remain until August 7, when a 


round-the-world flight is scheduled vig: 
Friedrichschafen, Tokio and Los An- — 


geles—fare $9,000, including meals 
and bird’s-eye view of half the globe. 

When the Graf Zeppelin had ar- 
rived over the hangar, on her return 
from the New York side-trip, she was 
about 200 feet up. The lights in the 
control cabin were dimmed, and the 
motors were shut off. The ship came 
to a complete halt. 

The naval and marine ground crew 
at the station quickly caught two lines 
drop.ed from the front of the ship, 
and the dirigible was pulled down. She 
touched ground at 8:53 o'clock. 

As she landed the Zeppelin was 800 
feet from the hangar and parallel 
with it. 

A great cheer broke from the thou- 
sands of people who had waited for 
the ship’s return. ; 

A group of immigration officials 
were the first aboard the ship—lend- 
ing the final touch of practical com- 
mereiality to the flight. 

Marines held back the crowd, and 
prevented photographers from using 
their powder flashlights because of 
the danger of sparks. 

The floodlights, however, made the 
field almost as bright as in day- 
time. 

The passengers, after undergoing 


the scrutiny of the immigration men, ' 
began alighting in business-like fash *- 


ion at 9 o'clock, 

When all the passengers had dis- 
embarked, and their baggage had been 
removed, they were taken off in a 
bus that was waiting for them, The 
ground crew, clinging to numerous 
ropes, moved the ship about 200 feet 
down the field toward the smaller of 
the two mooring masts. 


The passengers descended a ladder 
from the main cabin.

Parker obeyed, until he came to the 
last gate. He fumbled the keys and 
hurled them beyond reach through the 
bars of the gate. Frustrated. the pris- 
oners surrendered, and Parker was 
hailed as a cool-headed smart prison 
official. Since then department

when A. ©. Aderholt became warden, 
declared there was little probability 
that a mutiny would occur in At- 
lanta. 

When Snook appeared before the 
congressional committee and recom- 
mended -segregation of dope addicts, 
he did so at the request of members 
of the committee, and did not wait 
to obtain permission of the woman 
assistant attorney-general before leav- 
ing Atlanta. This is said to have 
precipitated the first rift between 
Snook and his woman chief. The con- 
dition was aggravated until finally 
she demanded his resignation. Hers 
followed a few days after his became 
effective.

Joe Jacobs, in alert association 
with Dr. Long, learned all the real 
facts of the great event, and with that 
knowledge he set out early to estab- 
lish the claim and fame of Dr. Long 
as the prime discoverer of the anes- 
thetic use of ether.

INTOXICATION: AND 
BEHAVIOR. 


_ From the cursory glimpse of a head- 

line I gathered the other day the 
impression that a murderer was plead- 
ing to a lower degree on the ground 
that he had been intoxicated and 
didn’t know what he was doing when 
he killed bis victim. On that ) Po I 
should not mind being the executioner. 
Unless the wretch was poisoned with 
alcohol against his own will and re- 
sistance, I can’t see how in the name 
of humanity or justice he can be per- 
mitted to plead to a lower degree on 
such ground. But the law is funny 
that way. Any ham lawyer or judge 
considers himself more. competent to 
pass upon a question of insanity than 
a physician is. Indeed, the medical 
definition of insanity is not at all the 
legal conception of it. 


A person may be under thé influ- 
ence of alcohol to an extent that seri- 
ously affects his powers and behavior, 
especially in such a responsible posi- 
tion as driving an automobile, yet not 
present the common picture of in- 
toxication. Unquestiansbie many such 
a culprit has escaped just punishment 
or evaded fair responsibility because 
in the opinion of bystanders or per- 
— policeman the fellow was not 

runk, 


An Ohio court held that a man can- 
not be considered intoxicated even 
through alcohol perfumes his breath, 
his face is flushed and he shows a 
disposition to talk loudly and freely, 
unless it is shown that he has lost 
either the control of his faculties or 

ntrol of the muscles of locomotion. 
in other words a man is not drunk 
in Qhio unless he is staggering or 
helpless ! 

In Pennsylvania, however, the court 
maintains that although a man may 
walk straight, attend to his business 
and give no outward sign of intoxica- 
tion, yet it is fair to conclude that he 
is intoxicated if he is evidently excit- 
ed and does not possess that clearness 
of intellect which he would normally 
have, 

Dr. Emil Bogen, of Cincinnati, has 
made an attempt to determine pre- 
cisely when a man is intoxicated. He 
finds that when there is a concentra- 
tion of alcohol in blood or urine 
amounting to more than 1 milligram 
in 1 eubic centimeter the individual 
is intoxicated. He observed that in 
nearly all cases where there was more 
than 1 milligram of alcohol in 1 
cubic centimeter the individual had 
an odor of alcohol on the breath. So 
that it is reasonable to infer that 
when a person has the odor of alcohol 
on his breath he is intoxicated. Of 
course this is not accepted by the 
courts. 

That a person excreting alcohol 
through his lungs is intoxicated has 
long been recognized in medicine. 
When we give alcohol medicinally we 
know we have given enough if the 
odor can be detected on the patient's 
breath; that means that he is getting 
more than he is able to oxidize, and 
more than that certainly intoxicates, 
in medical practice. This is the scien- 
tific side of it. Few physicians today 
imagine alcohol is a stimulant; we 
know it is a narcotic in any dose in 
excess of what the individual patient 
can oxidize, burn up or utilize as fuel. 

It is a scandalous thing that any 
ordinary policeman or a casual by- 
stander or perhaps a friend of the 
accused shouid be permitted to testify 
one way or another on the question of 
intoxication, if a reputable physician 
is available to examine the individual 
at the time. We should remember that 
police officers have jailed many vic- 
tim of diahetic coma, cerebral hem- 
orrhage, fractured skull or other se- 
rious illness, and let the unfortunate 
man die in jail, merely because he 
seemed dazed, staggered, and maybe 
had taken a drink. | eee : 

The question of intoxication 1s 
strictly a medical one. and the sooner 
the law recognizes this the better for } 
public welfare.

_ “Too many new things? Too many 
improvements of things now used by 
the world? Ridiculous Take auto- 
mobiles, The world needs more auto- 
mobiles, not fewer, and I don’t see 
how any limit of their use can be 
imagined. More automobiles demand 
more and better roads. Roads open 
commerce, And any country busy 
with industry and commerce has no 
time or thought for war. 


Highway to Peace. 


“Improvements in present indus- 
tries, short-cuts in production of the 
world’s goods, new goods to serve 
human needs and legitimate desires 
—that is the broad highway of world 
peace, for that means a world busy in 
work and friendly and helpful ex- 
change of goods, and such a world 
has no time or incentive for human 
slaughter. 

“I want to emphasize my opinion 
that there is no danger of overdoing 
industry and commerce. The soil 3s 
capable of producing méany times 
more food and materials than the peo- 
ple of the world can use. It is said, 
and probably correctly, that the Ama- 
zon basin could produce food enough 
for the entire world. Development 
of power and of new and better meth- 
ods of making the earth produce what 
human beings need and want is ab- 
solutely fundamental. 

“Water-power reserves should be 
developed, for they represent a never- 
failing souree of energy that may be 
turned into industries to keep the 
world happily at work, at a minimum 
of cost for the power indispensable 
to industry. Power sites will sur- 
vive most of our present forms of 
industry. 

“No, there is not the slightest dan- 
ger of overproducing anything of gen- 
eral use to the world. It is the in- 
ability to produce, the faflure to get 
into the swing of industry and com- 
merce, that drives nations into pov- 
erty, discontent and willingness to go 
to war to get the things they have 
failed to get by commerce. 

“It has been suggested there fs a 
possibility that the development of a 
4,000,000-acre rubber plantation § in 
Brazil may ruin the rubber market. 
The reverse is true. The more rubber 
the better it will be for the rubber 
industry all the way through—anid 
that applies to synthetic rubber as 
well. Prices will keep up instead wf 
dropping, for surplus of rubber will 
force new uses. There are thousands 
of new uses for rubber in its differ- 
ent forms, but we will never discover 
all these until we produce so much 
that we will have to study how to util- 
ize it. Supply makes demand, aul 
then demand increases the supply. 

“It was only a few years ago that 
rubber floors came into use. We 
looked at them with a bit of sus- 
picion. Now they are in great de- 
mand. Rubber for top-dressing of 
pavements. is being tried. There is 
a probability it will prove as good 
as anything mow used, possibly bet- 
ter. We are reaching a point where 
our chief materials will not be the 
things we mine, but the things we 
grow. 

“What is true of production of au- 


tomobiles anc rubber is true of every-.s . 


thing that can be used by people. 
There is no danger of overproduction 
of common necessities and commodi- 
ties if means of pushing these things 
out into the world market are pro- 
vi The danger is in the other di- 


rection,

Denver Post, and nationally known 
sports writer, died at a hospital here 
today after a long illness.

New York, August 4.—(#)—Add 
the name of Lefty O’Doul, slugging 
outfielder of the Phillies, to that rath- 
er rate group of players who have 
forsaken the pitcher’s box and fol- 
lowed other diamond pursuits with 
unusual success, 


O’Doul by virtue of his sensational 
work with the Phils this season de- 
serves to be ranked with Babe Ruth, 
George Sisler and Sam Rice, all of 
whom came to big time as hurlers 
only to quit the mound for regular 
posts because of their ability to swat 
the old horsehide. 

Ruth and Sisler’ were two clever 
southpaws, although their pitching 
performances have been more or less 
forgotten. Sisler while a student at 
Michigan was one of the premier hurl- 
ers in collegiate circles. 

Rice hurled a few games after join- 
ing the Washington club back in 1915, 
but the story has it that after taking 
a terrific lacing in one contest he quit 
the hurling pastime for good. 

Q’Doul started his pitching career 
with San Francisco in 1917. Two 
years later he was sold to the Yan- 
kees only to return to the Pacific 
coast in 1921. In 1928 he was with 
the Red Sox, but was released to Salt 
Lake the following summer. 

It was while with Salt Lake in 1925 


that O’Doul decided to give up pitch- 
| ing for the daily work of chasing flies 


He proved an early 
success, batting .3875 in’ 198 games. 
Then the Cubs bought him only to 
turn him over to Hollywood, where he 
hit .388 in 180 tilts. The next season 
found him with San Franciseo again, 
hanging up a mark of .378 in 189 
games. 

In 1928 the Giants bought O'Doul, 
and in 114 games the one-time hurler 
hit 3619. Last fall he was traded to 
the Phillies with a bunch of cash for 
Fred Leach. This year he got off to 
a great start and has been hitting the 
ball consistently ever since, being 
right up with the leaders in the Na- 
tional league.

He returned to Brazil to go in 
business, and again returned to the 
states and graduated from the Vhila- 
delphia Dental college. 

He again returned to his native 
country and started the practice of 
dentistry at Sao Paulo, which then 
was starting on its growth to more 


than 1,000,000 souls. He since has 
lived there and has played am active 
part in the development of that city.

Last spring he gave up his dental! mobiles, theaters 


practice and now is on a long pleas- 
ure tour of the United States. He 
already has visited New York, Boston; 


-| Philadelphia, Cleveland, Detroit and 


Chicago, and plans fo go about even 
more before his retufn to Brazil. 

Dr. Barnsley, after his nearly 30- 
year absence from this country, is im- 
pressed by its growth and wealth, es- 
pecially since his own progressive, 
rapidly-growing nation is not unlike 
the United States in its manner of 
living. 

Jungles In North. 


At the north of Brazil one does 
find the great Amazon. jungles, where 
white men seldom go and. then usually 
to their misfortune. -There along the 
coast some rubber and sugar is grown, 
but it is essentially.a tropical_country. 

Sao. Paulo is situated on a plateau 
near the ocean. Its climate is much 
like that of central Georgia. The 
principal industry of the state of Sao 
Paulo is coffee raising, and more than 
4.000.000,000 cofee trees may be found 
on the great haciendas that dot the 
plateau as it rises away from the sea. 

Coffee is and probably will remain 
the backbone of the country’s re- 
sources for many years, but there are 
many other industries.

No prohibition at all and 
almost no drunkenness, except among 
the “foreigners’”—American tourists— 
who, Dr. Barnsley said, seem to start 
drinkirg as soon as their ship passes 
the Statue of Liberty and continue 
until their return home, if not longer.

Motor Transportation 


' 


| One of the newest and most rapidly 
‘growing phases of the motor transpor- 
tation industry is transportation of 
passengers by bus. 

A map showing the established bus 
routes in the United States appears 
similar to a map showing all the rail- 
road lines. Official figures state that 
there were 263,000 miles of common 
carrier bus routes in operation in the 
United States last year. This is 
i slightly in excess of the 240,000 miles 
‘of railroads. At present there are 
/about 95,000 buses in operation, as 
‘compared with 53,000 in 1925. The 
|rate of increase is unprecedented in 
the transportation field. 

Passenger trains will probably 
travel approximately 35,000,000,000 
miles this year against 2,500,000,000 
for buses. Thus transportation by 
bus does not compare favorably yet 
in miles covered with transportation 
by rail, but the rate of growth has 
been tremendous. Most recent reports 
indicate that 2,500,000.000 passengers 
| were carried in buses last year. 

In addition to operation of bus 
routes by independent companies, elec- 
tric and steam railways are operating 
fleets of buses. In fact many 
electrie railway lines have been aban- 
doned and buses substituted, saving up- 
keep on expensive property and still 
making adequate service possible. 

These columns have mentioned be- 
fore that the motor bus and truck 
have extended transportation facili- 
ties to communities that were not 
served by rail, and have speeded up 
transportation of both passengers and 
freight. More recent reports indicate 
that the bus has gone still further 
in co-operating with other modes of 
travel, and is now linked up with cer- 
tain air lines in the west. 

While immediate outlook for the mo- 
tor industry is somewhat beclouded 
owing to the high rate of operation 
so far ‘his year, there is every ren- 
son to believe that the future holds 
inereased business for the better com 
panies. Several automobile stocks are 
now selilng to yield 6 or 7 per cent,

The Business Barometer

n a famous decision Justice 

Holmes, of the United States supreme 
court defined speculation as “an at- 
tempt to adjust one’s affair to the 
probable.” 
: The machinery of modern business, 
including particularly that of the stock 
and commodity exchanges, has been 
devised in an effort to facilitate the 
adjustment to which Justice Holmes 
referred in the definition quoted. 

The operations which are conducted 
on these exchanges usually reflect 
with promptitude the probabilities ex- 
pected, and there are three or four 
influences whose effect upon prices 
has hitherto been regarded as inescap- 
able. One of them is high priced 
credit. Because it indicates a scarcity 
of capital it has always been assumed 
that its effect would be to restrict 
business. But this assumption has not 
been warranted by the experience of 
the last twelve months, during which 
period call money has averaged fully 
‘ per cent and has at times command- 


ted much higher rates. 


The question is: Have we reached 
a period when the price of money has 
no effect upon business or the price 
of securities and commodities? Many 
maintain that we have, and if they

As this is written, efforts are being 
made to adjust the labor troubles in 
Lancashire, but reports that are given 
out are not too cheerful, and a strug- 
gle of several weeks seems to be in 
prospect, 

In so far as the American dry 
goods market is concerned the only 
effect has been an increased demand 
for our exportable fabrics, but this 
has been sufficient to tone up’ the 
whole list, and a more cheerful feel- 
ing persists. . 

t is generally estimated that the 
crop outlook is up to normal, and it 
is expected that the government re- 
port to be issued on August 8 will 
show a condition at least equal to the 
10-year average of 67.3 per cent. 

In other commodity markets’ the 
changes have not been important. The 
action of the Cuban government in 
establishing a single and exclusive 
selling agency for the sugar crop of 
the island had a’ stimulating effect 
when it was first announced, but it 
seems unlikely that a permanent ad- 
vance in the price of sugar can be 
secured without reducing the supply. 
This is a fundamental that should be 
borne in mind by those who are at- 
tempting to organize exclusive selling 
agencies in the United States. Al- 
though the low price is stimulating 
consumption, stocks of sugar both 
within and without the United States 
are abnormally large. 

In coffee, Brazil is succeeding in 
holding up prices’ by limiting exports, 
but the effect has been to increase 
production and most of the trade are 
bearish upon the theory that the ac- 
cumulation of supplies will gradually 
become too large for Brazil to handle. 
More pressure to sell was evident last 
week and the market declined a little. 

The rubber markets are waiting to 
see how great the curtailment of con- 
sumption from the spring peak will 
be, and whether it will be offset by 
a decline in shipments from the east. 
Meanwhile they are marking time. 

Silk is virtually unchanged, but 
hides have been firmer upon a more 
active spot demand which probably 
reflects the better news from the shoe 


industry. 
Distribution Good. 


Distributive trade throughout the 
United States has been remarkably 
good. Car loadings show a substan- 
tial inerease over last year. The 
mail order houses also report sensa- 
tional gains. The lull in the steel 
trade has been followed by a speedy 
revival. A steady demand for copper 
keeps the price at 18c, and the mid- 
summer outlook in both trade and in- 
dustry seems *o be about as cheerful 
as could be desired. 

In Europe the political situation 
has settled down into a condition of 
summer placidity. Hypothetical ques- 
tions are being discussed, but no 1s- 
sues of real importance are likely to 
be decided before the autumn, 

The threat of war between Russia 
a now seems to have been 
unwarranted, and the questions at is- 
sue will be decided by arbitration and 
diplomacy rather than by guns and 
bayonets. 

If it were not that call money con- 
tinues to command 9 or 10 per cent 
the outlook would be almost flawless, 
and the high cost of credit is the only 
reason for believing that the cost of 
other things may be too high.

SALES AGAIN FAEL 
BELOW PRODUCTION 


Hunter, Manufacturing & Commis- 
sion Company, New York, says: Our 
sales have again been somewhat be- 
low full prodaction. The best show- 
ing for the week was made by the 
towels, blankets and fine and fancy 
goods. Neither colored goods nor gray 
goods did as well. 


We have reached that time of year 
when the trade is waiting on a gov- 
‘ernment crop report, and it seems as 
if this year there is greater uncer- 
tainty than usual over the condition 
and the outlook for the crop. A cer- 
tain amount of business is undoubt- 
edly being held up pending the publi- 
cation of the report. We hope that 
we may be saved from extremes one 
way or the other this coming season. 

Business during July was sufficieut, 
with the curtailment that has been 
going on, to lead sellers to advance 
prices on print cloths and sheetings 
and maintain them. Prices on gray 
goods now average 1-4c to 1-2c¢ high- 
er than at the beginning of July. 

The federal reserve bank of New 
York reports that in this district de- 
partment store sales of all character 
for the month of June increased 2.2 
per cent over June, 1928, while stocks 
at the end of the month were 2.6 per 
cent less, In cotton goods alone the 
sales showed an increase of 5.4 per 
cent while stocks of cotton govds at 
the end of the month showed a de- 
cline of 6.7 per cent. 

For the country at large the fed- 
eral reserve board reports that ‘in 
June wholesale trade declined more 
than usual for the season, Sales of 
dry goods were 1.4 per cent less than 
for June, 1928, while stocks of dry 
goods at the end of the month showed 
a decrease of 12.4 per cent. 

The p}neipal declines in sales were 
shown !@ St. Louis, 7.4 per cent, 
and Aue’ a, 6.2 per cent. Cleveland 
showed a gain of 6.3 per cent, and 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Dallas, all slight gains.

UF COTTON MARKET 


New Orleans, August 4.—(#)— 
Starting the week with a downward 
trend of prices due to fears of high 
condition reports by private authori- 
ties and the Lancashire mill strike, 
the cotton market later worked into 
higher ground on unfavorable crop ac- 
counts, particularly from Texas, 
where drouth is doing damage in the 
west, north and central partions of 
the state and too much rain is delay- 
ing the harvesting of the crop in the 
south.
